Sir  and  Dear  Brother  : 

We  have  the  honor  of  submitting  the  Report  of  the  Councils 
and  Conferences  of  the  Society  of  St.  Vincent  de  Paul,  within 
the  Circumscription  of  this  Council,  for  the  year  1880. 

Two  hundred  and  fifty  (250)  Conferences  are  named  in  this 
Report.  Of  this  number  two  hundred  (200)  are  united  by  Par¬ 
ticular  Councils,  and  fifty  (50)  are  Isolated  Conferences. 

The  tables,  which  we  annex,  include  the  reports  from  two 
hundred  and  twenty-seven  (227)  Conferences.  Last  year  two 
hundred  and  thirty-one  (231)  reported.  Of  the  Conferences, 
which  have  not  reported,  ten  (10)  are  united  by  Particular 
Councils,  and  thirteen  (13)  are  Isolated. 

During  the  year  1880  the  Particular  Council  of  New  Haven 
was  instituted,  and  ten  (10)  Conferences  were  aggregated. 
Those  Conferences  are  as  follows :  The  Immaculate  Conception , 
Malden,  Massachusetts,  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Particu¬ 
lar  Council  of  Boston  ;  St  Joseph ,  Green  Island,  near  Troy,  and 
St.  Peter ,  St.  Francis  and  St  Michael,  Troy,  the  four  being  within 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Particular  Council  of  Troy  ;  St  Patrick, 
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Geddes,  near  Syracuse,  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Particu¬ 
lar  Council  of  Syracuse  ;  St.  Alary ,  Trenton,  New  Jersey  ;  and 
The  Annunciation  and  St.  Charles  Borromeo ,  Philadelphia,  Penn¬ 
sylvania. 

Owing  to  the  change  of  the  name  of  the  church,  with  which 
it  is  connected,  the  name  of  the  Conference  of  the  Holy  Family 
of  Philadelphia,  was  changed,  by  the  Council  General,  to  that 
of  The  Gesu. 

Nine  Conferences  make  their  first  reports  this  year.  They 
are  as  follows  :  St.  Patrick ,  Portland,  Maine  ;  St.  Alary ,  Star  of 
the  Sea ,  Beverly,  Massachusetts  ;  Star  of  the  Sea,  East  Boston, 
Massachusetts ;  Sacred  Heart,  New  Haven,  Connecticut ;  St. 
Joseph  and  St.  Peter ,  Cohoes,  New  York  ;  St.  Bridget,  Newark, 
New  Jersey ;  St.  Elizabeth,  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania,  and  St. 
Gabriel,  Chicago,  Illinois. 

It  has  been  deemed  advisable  to  omit  in  this  Report  the 
names  of  the  following  Isolated  Conferences  :  St.  Alary,  West- 
field,  Massachusetts ;  Blessed  Sacrament,  New  Rochelle,  New 
York  ;  St.  Patrick,  Newburgh,  New  York ;  St.  Patrick,  Seneca 
Falls,  New  York ;  St.  Bridget,  Meadville,  Pennsylvania ;  St. 
Alary,  Richmond,  Virginia;  St.  John,  Milwaukie,  Wisconsin; 
and  St.  Philomena,  Omaha,  Nebraska..  Two  of  these  Confer¬ 
ences  had  but  a  brief  existence  ;  and,  from  the  others,  we  had 
not  heard  for  various  terms  of  years.  We  will,  however,  retain 
them  upon  our  records,  and  aid  in  every  attempt  which  may 
be  made  to  resuscitate  them  or  any  of  them. 

The  four  Conferences  of  New  Haven,  Connecticut,  which 
have  been  heretofore  in  the  list  of  Isolated  Conferences,  are 
now  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Particular  Council  of  that 
city.

GENERAL  REMARKS. 


It  is  with  regret  that  we  note  a  large  increase  in  the  number 
of  Conferences  which  have  not  reported.  They  are  nearly  one- 
eightli  of  the  entire  number  mentioned  in  this  report,  and  this 
is  without  including  those  which,  as  has  been  stated,  have 
been  omitted.  We  are  not  able  to  account  satisfactorily  to 
ourselves  for  this  falling  off.  Undoubtedly,  the  fact  that  there 
has  been  much  less  demand  for  the  active  charity  of  our  mem . 
bers  among  the  poor,  has  had  something  to  do  with  reducing 
the  number  of  reporting  Conferences,  but  this  alone  is  not  a 
sufficient  reason  for  the  decrease.  It  should  be  said,  however, 
that  the  decrease  is  not  so  real  as  the  mere  numbers  indicate, 
and  that  the  society,  in  most  of  the  great  centres  of  its  opera¬ 
tions,  has  lost  nothing  in  vigor,  activity  and  zeal. 

The  fortunate  condition  of  affairs,  as  regards  harvests,  com¬ 
merce,  manufacturing  and  the  construction  of  private  edifices 
and  public  works,  which  wre  mentioned  in  our  report  for  1879, 
continued  to  exist  during  1880.  To  this  fact  are  due  the  de_ 
crease  of  visits  among  the  poor  and  the  diminished  receipts 
and  expenditures  of  the  Conferences.  This  decrease  is  a  strik¬ 
ing  feature  in  our  present  report. 
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We  note,  with  pleasure,  that  the  number  of  situations  pro¬ 
cured  has  largely  increased,  and  we  are  obliged  to  the  Confer¬ 
ences  for  furnishing  us  with  satisfactory  proofs  that  they  give 
attention  to  this  very  important  work. 

If  the  number  of  non-reporting  Conferences  were  not  larger 
than  usual,  the  roll  of  active  members  would  have  been  nearly 
equal  to  that  of  1879,  and  there  would  have  been  an  increase, 
instead  of  a  slight  decrease,  of  boys  attending  Sunday  School. 

You  will,  no  doubt,  notice  that,  on  the  31st  day  of  December, 
1880,  there  were  2,936  families  on  the  Relief  Roll,  as  against 
2,547  families  on  the  same  roll  on  the  31st  day  of  December 
1879.  This  increase  is  due,  in  part,  to  the  fact,  that  the  winter 
of  1880-’81  was  one  of  uncommon  duration  and  severity,  thus 
causing  exceptional,  though  brief,  demands  upon  the  charity 
of  the  members,  and,  in  part,  to  the  fact  that  the  conferences 
have  complied,  more  and  more,  with  our  request  that  they 
should  make  careful  returns  of  the  families  on  their  Relief 
Rolls  on  the  last  day  of  each  year.  It  often  happens,  in  this 
Country,  that  the  number  of  families  on  the  roll  diminishes  so 
much,  at  certain  seasons  of  the  year,  that  the  average  number 
of  families,  visited  weekly,  throughout  the  year,  if  it  could  be 
ascertained,  would  not  be  a  fair  statement  of  the  works  of  the 
Conferences.  On  the  other  hand,  the  number  of  families  on  the 
roll,  on  the  31st  of  December,  mavbe  submitted  as  a  fair  state- 
ment  of  the  works  of  our  members  among  the  poor  during  the 
season  when  the  poor  are  the  most  numerous,  and  most  need 
assistance. 

THE  LOCAL  WORKS  OF  THE  SOCIETY. 

Whatever  we  may  mention  under  this  head  will,  we  trust,  be 
considered  as  mentioned  merely  to  illustrate,  somewhat  in  de¬ 
tail,  and  as  impartially  as  possible,  the  main  features  of  this 
report,  as  already  stated.  Some  Councils  and  Conferences  con- 
tine  themselves  to  sending  their  statistics,  while  others  give  us 
accounts  of  the  exceptional  experiences  of  members  in  their 
works  among  the  poor.  The  duty  of  making  such  selections  as 
we  think  may  be  interesting,  devolves  upon  us. 
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BOSTON,  MASSACHUSETTS. 

There  are  reports  from  the  28  Conferences  which  are  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Particular  Council  of  this  City.  As  usual, 
they  are  in  excellent  form.  The  average  attendance  of  mem- 

•/  o 

bers  at  meetings  is  worthy  of  imitation  everywhere.  It  will  be 
noticed  that  the  special  work  of  obtaining  situations  for  the 
poor,  has  been  prosecuted  very  successfully.  It  will  be  seen, 
also,  that  nearly  one-third  of  the  Conferences  are  suburban, 

We  copy  from  the  general  report  as  follows :

It  is  very  satisfactory  to  see  by  the  above  figures,  that  the 
tide  has  really  turned,  and  work,  which  has  been  increasing 
from  year  to  year,  has  at  last  taken  an  opposite  direction. 
We  find  728  families  less  relieved ;  $4,206  reduction  in  ex¬ 
penditures,  and  $6,090.52  in  receipts,  but  still  epiite  a  large 
balance  in  the  Conference  treasuries,  viz.: — $6,355.40,  to  begin 
the  winter’s  work  with.  A  loss  of  only  $242  in  members’  con¬ 
tributions  is  very  creditable  to  them. 

From  information  gathered  from  time  to  time  at  the  Council 
meetings,  it  is  believed  that  the  largest  part  of  the  cases  re¬ 
lieved  during  the  year  and  now  on  the  rolls,  are  those  of  the.' 
aged  and  infirm,  the  sick,  and  widows  with  children.  These 
classes  always  exist.  Those  able  and  willing  to  work  have 
found  employment  readily,  and  the  activity  of  the  Conferences,, 
in  helping  applicants  to  earn  their  own  living,  is  best  evideneed, 
by  the  increased  number  of  situations  obtained. 

*  *  *  -Jf  *  * 

In  February  a  circular  reached  us  asking  for  contributions, 
for  the  suffering  in  Ireland,  but  a  collection  having  been  taken 
up  in  the  churches  on  the  Sunday  preceding  the  Council  meet¬ 
ing,  it  was  deemed  best  not  to  take  any  action,  the  members 
having  undoubtedly  already  given  their  share. 

Having  every  reason  for  gratitude  for  the  present  state  of 
affairs,  it  seems  proper  for  those  concerned  in  the  welfare  of 
the  Society  to  consider  what  means  may  be  adopted  to  keep 
together  and  interest  its  members,  who  must  naturally  feel 
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Borne  relaxation  from  their  labors,  in  consequence  of  the  large 
reduction  of  relief.  The  history  of  the  Society  is  full  of  varied 
special  works,  almost  any  one  of  which  might  be  taken  up  with 
much  profit.  It  would  seem  that  now  is  the  time  to  bring 
forward  those  plans  often  talked  of,  but  laid  aside  because  of 
the  urgent  calls  of  the  poor;  in  such  matters  the  Society 
should  act  as  a  unit,  and  to  discuss  and  shape  these  ideas,  so 
as  to  bear  fruit,  by  the  work  of  the  Conferences,  and  supple¬ 
ment  the  alms-giving  which  must  always  go  on,  the  meetings 
of  the  Council  offer  a  rare  opportunity. 

Very  few  matters  of  interest  are  set  forth  in  detail  in  the 
reports  of  the  Conferences.  Those  engaged  in  the  work  think 
few  novelties  present  themselves,  but  it  should  be  borne  in 
mind  that  it  is  ever  new  because  of  fresh  accessions  to  the 
ranks,  and  what  may  be  familiar  to  the  older  members  is  un¬ 
known,  and  of  much  interest  to  those  just  admitted. 

In  closing  we  must  not  forget  to  tender  sincere  thanks  to  our 
many  benefactors  for  the  noble  assistance  rendered  through 
many  years  of  depression,  and  without  whose  aid  the  Society 
could  have  accomplished  but  a  small  part  of  the  work  it  had 
undertaken.” 

The  Particular  Council  received  $156.88,  and  expended 
$436.53, 

• 

The  Superior  Council  is  under  many  obligations  to  the  Pres¬ 
ident  of  the  Particular  Council  of  Boston,  and  to  all  other 
members  of  the  Society  who  have  acted  with  him,  in 
very  important  aid  rendered  by  them  in  the  formation  of  cer¬ 
tain  Isolated  Conferences  in  the  State  of  Massachusetts. 
Being  well  qualified  to  advise  and  instruct,  they  were  request¬ 
ed  by  us  to  act  in  this  matter,  and  they  have  not  spared  time  or 
convenience  for  the  purpose  of  complying  with  our  wishes  in 
this  most  useful  work.  The  results  have  been  in  accordance 
with  our  expectations. 
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PROVIDENCE,  RHODE  ISLAND. 

We  have  reports  from  seven  of  the  eight  Conferences  of  this 
City.  We  have  reason  to  believe  that,  by  means  of  the  efforts  of 
the  Spiritual  Director,  the  President  and  other  officers  of  the 
Particular  Council,  the  missing  Conference  will  make  its  report 
for  the  current  year. 

Four  quarterly  and  seven  monthly  meetings  were  held,  and 
were  generally  well  attended.  The  Particular  Council  received 
$43.36,  and  disbursed  $36.32.  As  it  has  no  special  works  the 
transactions  of  its  treasury  are  small.  Some  of  the  Conferences 
report  assistance  from  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor.  We  notice  ref¬ 
erence  to  such  assistance  in  the  reports  of  St  Michael's  Conference , 
The  Conference  of  St.  John  the  Evangelist ,  and  of  The  Assumption. 

NEW  HAVEN,  CONNECTICUT. 

The  five  Conferences  of  this  city  make  very  satisfactory 
reports,  but  do  not  send  any  statements  of  special  experiences* 
We  must  therefore  limit  it  ourselves  to  referring  to  their  sta¬ 
tistics,  with  which,  we  think,  you  will  be  pleased.  The  Particu¬ 
lar  Council,  recently  instituted,  has  not  yet  fully  succeeded  in 
bringing  the  members  of  the  Conferences  to  the  observance  of 
the  requirements  of  the  rules,  but  we  hope  that  this  state  of 
affairs  will  not  long  continue. 

TROT,  NEW  YORK. 

We  have  twelve  reports,  including  those  of  two  Conferences 
which  appear  in  our  list  for  the  first  time.  We  regret  that  one 
Conference  has  failed  to  report.  Four  of  the  Conferences,  which 
send  reports,  are  situated  in  the  City  of  Cohoes,  where,  in  the 
course  of  time,  it  may  be  found  advisable,  and  in  accordance 
with  the  wishes  of  all,  to  institute  a  Particular  Council. 

Our  brethren  in  Troy,  as  usual,  limit  themselves,  substan¬ 
tially,  to  sending  us  their  statistics.  We  may  state,  however,  that 
the  report  of  St.  Joseph's  Conference  of  the  City  of  Troy  (No.  2 
in  the  list)  refers  to  the  fact,  that  owing  to  the  prevalence  of 
small  pox,  a  number  of  residences  were  placed  in  a  condition 
of  quarantine,  and  that,  even  under  those  circumstances,  the 
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members  rendered  all  the  assistance  possible,  financial  and 
otherwise.  The  members  of  St.  Agnes's  Conference  visit  houses 
which  death  has  invaded,  and  pray  near  the  remains  of  the 
dead  for  the  repose  of  the  departed  souls. 

ALBANY,  NEW  YORK. 

We  have  received  reports  from  the  seven  Conferences  of  this 
City.  The  President  of  the  Particular  Council  writes,  substan¬ 
tially,  as  follows  : 

“  It  is  very  gratifying  to  have  to  report  that  the  condition  of 
our  poor  has  very  much  improved  from  that  of  a  few  years 
past.  Employment  is  much  more  plenty,  and  hence  the  calls 
on  our  society  have  to  a  great  extent  diminished.  The  Con¬ 
ferences  have  not  slackened  in  their  zeal  nor  do  they  intend  to 
do  so ;  there  is  still  pleidy  of  work  to  be  done,  and,  at  this 
time,  particularly,  the  winding  up  of  a  long,  cold  and  stormy 
winter,  in  the  best  of  times,  brings  hardships  to  many  good 
families.  We  are,  however,  prepared  to  meet  every  call  which 
may  be  made  on  us.  This  is  owing  to  our  frugal  management 
in  the  early  part  of  the  winter. 

The  Sunday  Schools  and  Institutions,  as  usual,  have  faith¬ 
ful  attention.  The  work  of  our  Society  at  the  County  Peniten¬ 
tiary,  which,  owing  to  a  change  in  the  management  and  the 
discipline  of  the  institution,  had  been  interrupted  some  time 
ago,  has  been  resumed,  and  will  continue  as  heretofore.” 

St.  Agnes  s  Conference  writes  :  “  One  of  our  junior  members 
has  left  to  study  for  the  priesthood.  We  ask  the  prayers  of 
the  Society  for  him,  that,  through  the  intercession  of  St. 
Vincent  de  Paul,  he  may  succeed  in  his  vocation.” 

The  Conference  of  the  Assumption ,  composed  of  French  Cana¬ 
dians,  mentioned  in  our  last  report,  increases  in  activity  and 
usefulness.  This  Conference  and  others  of  a  similar  character 
in  the  Eastern  and  Western  States,  are  working  well  among 
that  class  of  our  population,  with  which,  especially,  they  are 
brought  in  contact.

SYRACUSE,  NOV  YORK. 

The  two  Conferences  of  this  City  and  that  in  the  neighbor¬ 
ing  City  of  Cleddes,  send  satisfactory  reports.  Those,  which 
are  situated  in  Syracuse,  make  mention  of  the  benefits  de¬ 
rived  from  the  wardrobe  department,  by  means  of  which  fami¬ 
lies,  not  exceedingly  poor,  but  to  which  charity  in  some 
form  is  acceptable,  are  so  assisted  that  their  self-respect  is 
secured,  and  they  are  rendered  to  some  extent  self-supporting. 
In  this  work  the  Conferences  are  aided  by  Ladies’  Sewing 
Societies. 

The  Institution,  known  as  St.  Joseph’s  Asylum  and  House  of 
Providence,  which  the  Particular  Council  was  instrumental  in 
establishing,  and  from  which  it  receives  an  Annual  Report,  is 
doing  an  excellent  work  for  poor  and  friendless  boys  and  aged 
persons.  The  Annual  Report  is  remitted  to  us  for  examina¬ 
tion,  and  we  are  pleased  to  notice  that,  in  addition  to  paying 
the  yearly  expenses  of  the  Institution,  the  Sister  in  charge  is 
rapidly  reducing  its  indebtedness.

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The  receipts  of  the  Council,  including  $6,500  Excise  money 
from  “  Tlie  Board  of  Apportionment,”  were  $6,722.47,  and  its 
disbursements  were  $7,030.31.  The  sum  received  "from  “The 
Board  of  Apportionment,”  was  distributed  by  the  Council 
among  the  Conferences  to  be  applied  for  the  relief  of  the  poor. 


The  attendance  roll  at  the  monthly  Council  meetings  was 
sixty-seven  per  cent.,  but,  while  this  shows  that  two- thirds  of 
the  Conferences  were  represented  at  every  meeting,  there  was 
much  variation  among  them  in  reference  to  their  habits  in  this 
respect.  We  strongly  commend  to  the  consideration  of 
Particular  Councils  and  the  Conferences  united  by  them, 
within  this  Circumscription,  the  importance,  and,  we  may 
add,  the  necessity  of  each  Conference  being  represented  at 
every  meeting  of  the  Council. 


We  copy  from  the  report  of  the  Council  as  follows 


* 
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“This  feature  [the  tables  of  statistics  attached  to  the  report] 
tends  to  show  an  improvement  in  the  condition  of  many  fami¬ 
lies  who  were  obliged,  in  former  years,  through  want  of  em¬ 
ployment,  to  be  in  a  measure  dependent  on  the  Conferences  for 
the  necessaries  of  life. 

The  members  of  some  Conferences  have,  during  the  year, 
given  special  attention  to  tlie  preparation  of  children  in  order 
that  they  should  receive  worthily  the  Sacraments  of  the 
Church  ; — others  have  visited  the  hospitals  and  prisons,  dis¬ 
tributing  religious  and  other  good  books,  papers,  Ac.,  to  the 
unfortunate  inmates. 


We  would  desire  to  have,  if  possible,  a  larger  attendance  at 
the  ONE  church  selected  for  offering  the  Holy  Sacrifice  of  the 
Mass,  on  the  occasions  of  celebrating  the  several  Feasts  of 
the  Society.  As  the  Cathedral,  which  has  been  graciously 
offered  for  these  occasions,  is  now  so  easy  of  access — through 
increased  facilities  for  traveling  and  from  being  in  the  most 
central  part  of  the  City — we  think  that  all  of  the  Conferences 
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should  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity  to  meet  their 
brethren  at  the  same  Altar,  rather  than  any  of  them,  as  has 
heretofore  been  the  'practice  with  some,  should  have  the  Holy 
Sacrifice  offeredTnVheir  respective  parish  churches. 

We  cannot  but  regret  tliac  all  of  the  members  do  not  attend 
the  General  Meetings  held  on  the  evenings  of  the  celebration 
of  the  Feasts,  as  attendance  at  these  meetings  is  necessary  for 
obtaining  tlie^  Indulgences. 

*  *  *  *  .  *  *  * 

Changes  of  residence  are  of  frequent  occurrence  in  this 
city ; — hence,  the  personnel  of  Conferences  often  changes,, 
nor  is  it  uncommon  for  their  Presidents  and  Vice-Presidents 
to  change.  How  then  can  their  successors  be  expected  to 
attain  immediately  to  a  thorough  knowledge  of  their  duties, 
no  matter  how  competent  they  may  seem?  They  need  experi¬ 
ence,  but  even  that  will  not  furnish  the  required  knowledge  of 
the  uniform  practices  and  workings  of  the  Society  ; — besides 
a  knowledge  of  the  Rules,  they  need  a  knowledge  of  the  com¬ 
mon  interpretation  of  them  as  regards  their  duties,  and  no¬ 
where  will  they  find  them  better  defined  than  in  the  little

work  entitled  “  Instructions  on  the  duties  of  Presidents  and 
Vice-Presidents  of  Councils  and  Confe lienees  of  the  Society  of 
St.  Vincent  de  Paul,”  a  copy  of  which  has  been  sent  to  each 
President  and  Vice-President.  We  recommend  its  perusal  to 
all,  be  their  official  years  few  or  many. 

******* 

We  again’ call  the  attention  of  the  members  to  that  import¬ 
ant  work  in  which  many  of  them  are  engaged,  viz  :  Assisting 
in  Sunday  School.  To  a  Catholic,  and  further,  to  a  Vincentian, 
whose  duties  compel  him,  as  it  were,  to  perceive  in  the  poor, 
whom  he  visits,  the  necessity  for  a  strong  faith  to  enable  them 
to  bear  up,  under  their  misery,  and  see  in  it  the  chastening 
hand  of  God,  no  argument  is  needed  to  convince  him 
of  the  necessity  of  this  good  work,  and  yet  it  is  not  as  ex¬ 
tended  as  it  should  be.  There  are  many  more  of  our  members 
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who  might  aid  in  this  work  were  their  attention  called,  as  we 
hope  it  will  be,  to  the  necessity  of  “  laborers  in  the  vineyard;’’ 
— of  a  greater  number  of  teachers  to  aid  in  this  glorious  work 
of  leading  souls  to  God. 

Another  matter :  “  Do  we  do  all  we  can  in  reason  to  procure 
situations  for  our  poor?”  If  we  will  fix  the  thought  in  our 
minds,  that,  by  so  doing,  we  render  a  double  service,  viz  : 
lessen  the  burdens  of  our  Society  and  encourage  the  self-re¬ 
spect  and  independence  of  the  beneficiary  bv  getting  him  a 
situation,  we  might  do  much  more  in  this  work,  than  has,  as 
yet,  been  attempted.  Even  though  it  demands  more  sacrifice 
on  our  part,  if  we  procure  a  situation  for  a  man  and  thus  lift 
him  out  of  his  misery,  do  we  not  render  him  a  greater  service 
than  by  giving  him  alms  ? 

******* 

Before  closing  this  report  we  desire  to  return  our  sincere 
thanks  to  the  Visiting  Committees  of  your  Council,  who  have 
been  so  assiduous  in  their  attentions  to  the  several  Confer¬ 
ences.  We  stated  in  our  last  report  ‘‘that  much  good  would 
result  from  these  visits.”  Our  expectations  have  been  more 
than  realized  ;  inasmuch  as  we  have  a  better  attendance  at 
Conference  meetings ;  a  better  understanding  of  the  rules 
amongst  the  members  generally,  and  a  fuller  realization  of 
the  many  good  works,  that  can  be  so  easily  performed  by  the 
members,  who,  knowing  the  duties  expected  of  them,  perform 
those  duties  with  the  true  spirit  of  the  members  of  the  Society 
£>f  St.  Vincent  de  Paul.” 

Tiie  Visiting  Committees,  mentioned  by  the  Secretary  of 
the  Particular  Council,  consist  of  members  of  the  Superior 
’Council,  to  whom  the  duty  of  visiting  Conferences  is  assigned. 
Two  generally  visit  together,  and,  according  to  their  conveni¬ 
ence,  call,  without  notice,  upon  as  many  Conferences  as  is 
practicable.  They  offer  suggestions  and  give  instructions  and 

advice,  when  necessary,  and  make  their  reports  at  the  next 
meeting  of  the  Council.  We  do  not  doubt  that  these  visits  are 
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of  much  service  to  the  Conferences,  and  we  know  that  they 
tend  to  keep  the  Council  informed,  to  some  extent,  concern¬ 
ing  the  condition  of  the  Society  in  the  city. 

We  omit  everything  stated  by  the  Secretary  concerning  the 
local  and  separate  works  of  the  Conferences,  and  proceed  to 
give  a  sketch  of  the  Report  of  the  “Randall’s  Island  Mission,” 
the  Special  Work  of  the  Council.  The  Institutions  on  Ran¬ 
dall’s  Island  are  all  of  a  public  character,  and,  of  the  inmates,, 
about  1,100  are  Catholics,  exclusive  of  those  in  the  House  of 
Refuge  (which  has  a  special  charter)  the  managers  of  which  do 
not  permit  any  distinctive  Catholic  teaching  within  its  walls?- 
except  in  the  case  of  severe  and  dangerous  illness.  We  quote, 
in  substance;  from  the  report  of  the  Committee  of  the  Council 
uj^on  this  Mission  as  follows  : 

“  The  Mission  still  continues  under  the  charge  of  Rev.  Father 
Clelinas,  S.  J.  Two  Masses  have  been  celebrated  every  Sunday 
and  Holy-day  throughout  the  year.  The  early  Mass  is  cele¬ 
brated  at  7:30  A.JM.,  alternately  at  the  Foundling  Asylum  and 
Penitentiary.  The  average  attendance  at  the  Foundling  Asy¬ 
lum  has  been  about  80  adults,  females,  and  at  the  Penitentiary 
09  adults,  males.  The  last  Mass  is  celebrated  9:30  A.M.  at  the 
Chapel  set  apart  for  Catholic  services,  and  there  has  been  an 
average  attendance  on  Sundays  and  Holy-days  of  160  boys,  103 
girls,  83  men  and  131  women,  in  all  477  souls.  Many  of  the 
children,  who  are  permanently  disabled  from  walking,  are  con¬ 
veyed  in  chairs  from  the  Hospital  to  Mass,  by  the  larger  and 
stronger  boys.  During  Mass  the  children  sing  hymns  accom¬ 
panied  by  the  organ.  Mass  on  Sundays,  is  followed  by  a  sermon, 
after  which  the  children  join  their  respective  classes  for  instruc¬ 
tion  in  the  catechism.  The  boys  are  instructed  by  the  members 
of  the  Committee,  assisted  by  former  pupils  of  the  Mission,  and 
the  girls  by  an  association  of  ladies  from  the  city.  A  member 
of  the  Committee  visits  the  boys  who  are  unable  to  leave  their 
beds.  The  Rosary  is  recited  every  Sunday  morning  before 
Mass,  and  in  the  afternoon  the  devotion  of  the  Way  of  the  Cross 
is  conducted  bv  the  Rev.  Pas  lor.  Confessions  are  heard  every 
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Saturday  and  on  the  eve  of  Holy-days,  and  the  children  receive 
communion  every  month  in  a  body.  As  a  majority  of  the  chil¬ 
dren  are  residents  only  during  sickness  and  convalescence, 
special  efforts  are  made  to  prepare  them  for  first  communion 
v  while  so  resident,  and,  for  this  purpose,  such  children  are  in¬ 
structed  by  the  larger  and  more  advanced  during  the  week- 
More  than  half  the  children  are  of  the  class  known  as  Idiots > 
or,  as  some  term  them,  Innocents.  Some  of  them  are  of  weak 
intellect  only.  These  have  made  good  progress  in  the  cate¬ 
chism,  and  the  intellects  of  some  have  so  much  improved  as  to 
permit  of  their  being  allowed  to  receive  the  sacraments.  A 
majority  of  the  officers  and  nurses  in  charge  are  practical  Cath¬ 
olics,  and,  by  their  example,  have  done  much  to  contribute  to 
the  good  morals  and  habits  of  the  children.  The  choirs,  com¬ 
posed  of  members  of  the  Committee  assisted  by  former  lady 
teachers  of  the  Mission,  visit  Blackwell’s  and  Ward’s  Islands 
every  Sunday  and  assist  at  the  Divine  Service.  During  the 
year  289  books,  magazines,  pamphlets,  Ac.,  were  received,  and 
also  $60  in  money.  At  Christmas,  by  means  of  an  additional  sub¬ 
scription  of  $35,  the  Committee  was  enabled  to  give  a  package 
of  candy  to  each  child,  and  to  distribute  180  pieces  of  tobacco 
among  the  patients  in  the  Hospital  for  males  and  the  prisoners 
in  the  Penitentiary.  The  Committee  wish  to  make  known  their 
thanks  to  the  officers  of  the  Institutions,  Protestants  as  well  as 
Catholics,  for  their  courtesy  and  many  acts  of  kindness.” 

We  dwell  so  long  upon  this  report  of  the  Mission  for  the  rea¬ 
son  that  its  details  will  be  interesting,  and  be  of  service  to  those 
who  conduct  or  contemplate  similar  works  elsewhere. 

Immense  numbers  of  immigrants  to  the  United  States,  a  large 
proportion  of  whom  are  from  the  Catholic  States  of  Germany, 
receive  the  attention  of  members  of  the  Society,  and  especially 
of  a  member  of  the  Superior  Council,  who  is  one  of  the  State 
Board,  which  has  in  charge  the  care  of  immigrants.

It  is  with  pleasure  that  we  state  that  we  have  received  re_ 
ports  from  the  six  Conferences  of  this  city.

The  Particular  Council  received  $51.71,  and  disbursed  $77.35. 
In  explaining  one  item  of  disbursements  the  Council  writes, 
substantially,  as  follows  — “  The  County  Poor  House  is  situated 
about  three  miles  from  the  city,  and,  as  there  is  no  means  of 
reaching  it  on  Sunday,  it  was  found  necessary  to  obtain  a  con- 
veyance  for  some  of  the  members  of  the  Society  who  visit  on 
those  days  in  order  to  instruct  the  Catholic  children.  The  ex¬ 
pense  is  but  little  over  one  dollar  for  each  visit,  and  the  Coun¬ 
cil  thinks  that  the  money  is  well  spent.  Although  there  has 
been  a  Conference  here  since  1857,  none  of  the  members  of  the 
Society  have  been  allowed  to  visit  the  Institution  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  mentioned  till  about  four  months  ago.  This  pleasing  re¬ 
sult  was  brought  about  by  some  of  our  members  who  used  their 
influence  with  the  Board  of  Freeholders,  and,  at  length,  obtain¬ 
ed  their  consent  to  such  visits.” 

The  visits  to  the  Alms-House  are  made  by  members  of  St. 

Ma  i  'y  ’  s  Confer  * ence . 

The  re-organization  of  the  Particular  Council  of  Jersey  City 
has  been  followed  by  marked  improvements  in  the  works  of  the 
Conferences. 

NEWARK,  NEW  JERSEY. 
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We  have  reports  from  all  of  the  Conferences,  six  in  number, 
this  City.  St.  Brldy  tt’s  Gmferenc:>  appears  for  the  first  time. 


The  President  of  the  Particular  Council  writes: — “This 
Council  still  supervises  the  Special  Work  in  charge  of  the  Alms- 
House  and  Jail,  which  is  carefully  prosecuted — looking  after 
the  spiritual  necessities  of  the  unfortunate  inmates,  while  not 
neglecting  to  afford  them  some  little  kindly  physical  comfort. 
The  Conferences  have  fallen  off  during  the  past  year,  both  in 
members  and  resources,  but  this  may  probably  be  attributed 
to  a  lessened  number  of  poor  in  our  midst.  All  proper  de¬ 
mands  for  aid  seem  to  have  been  fairly  met,  besides  which  we 
provided  for  the  purchase  of  a  handsome  chalice  for  the  altar 
at  the  Alms-House,  and  have  made  a  liberal  contribution  to 
the  poor  in  Ireland.” 
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The  receipts  of  the  Council  were  $22.49,  and  its  disburse¬ 
ments  $21.00. 

PHILADELPHIA,  PENNSYLVANIA. 


The  twenty-six  Conferences  of  this  city  make  reports.  St. 
Elizabeth's  Conference  was  organized  during  the  year,  and  makes 
its  first  report. 


Hon.  Joseph  It.  Chandler,  the  President  of  the  Particular 
Council,  died  in  July  1880,  in  the  88th  year  of  his  age.  It  is 
not  in  accordance  with  the  spirit  of  our  society  to  write  in 
terms  of  high  praise  of  any  of  its  members,  by  name,  when  liv¬ 
ing,  but  there  is  no  restriction  upon  us  when  we  write  and 
speak  concerning  the  dead.  Mr.  Chandler’s  life  was  one  of 
exceptional  activity  and  usefulness.  To  great  natural  capacity 
were  added  varied  attainments.  To  mention  the  numerous 
.spheres  of  life  in  which  he  acted,  would  be  to  mention  almost 
•every  pursuit  of  an  intellectual  character,  except  those  strictly 
professional,  which  men  can  follow.  He  was  an  instructor  of 
youth,  a  journalist,  a  member  of  the  Municipal  Council  and  of 
the  National  Legislature,  an  author,  President  of  Girard 
College,  a  diplomatist,  representing  the  United  States  at 
Naples,  and  was  active  in  works  of  charity  and  various  phil¬ 
anthropic  enterprises.  In  the  maturity  of  his  years  he  became 
a  Catholic,  and  always  rendered  to  Holy  Church  the  willing 
homage  of  his  heart  and  mind.  With  characteristic  enthusi¬ 
asm  he  placed  himself  at  her  service  as  opportunity  offered. 
It  was  as  President  of  the  Council  of  Philadelphia  that  he  was 
immediately  known  to  us.  He  was  present  at  the  Second 
General  Assembly  held  in  New  York  in  1865,  and  in  the 
Third  General  Assembly  held  in  Philadelphia  in  1876.  Those, 
who  were  present  and  stiil  survive,  remember  his  eloquence 
and  urbanity  and  the  words  of  wisdom  which  he  uttered.  His 
memory  we  will  cherish: — his  example  we  should  endeavor  to 
follow.

The  President  of  the  Council  has  sent  us  a  very  interesting 
statement  concerning  the  works  and  condition  of  the  Confer¬ 
ences,  which  has  been  read,  at  length,  to  the  Superior  Council^ 
and  portions  of  which,  slightly  condensed,  are  as  follows  : 

“  The  improved  condition  of  the  times  has  lightened  the 
demands  upon  the  resources  of  the  Society ;  and  the  receipts 
of  money  from  all  sources,  though  considerably  less  than  they 
were  in  1879,  have  proved  ample  for  the  relief  of  urgent  cases. 
So  much  good,  however,  remains  to  be  done  in  the  way  of 
Special  Works,  that  strenuous  exertions  will  be  made  during 
the  present  year  to  enlarge  the  funds  at  the  command  of  the 
Particular  Council.  The  average  contributions  of  the  members, 
at  their  weekly  meetings,  though  still  small,  show  a  decided 
improvement.  As  these  alms  are  given  in  secret,  they  serve  as 
a  test  of  the  charitable  spirit  of  the  Society  itself ;  and,  if 
they  fall  below  a  proper  standard,  they  constitute  an  argument 
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which  can  be  readily  employed  against  us  when  we  appeal  to 
the  charity  of  others.  Up  to  this  time  no  systematic  effort  lias 
been  made  to  enlarge  the  number  of  subscribing  members, 
but,  hereafter,  the  interests  of  the  Society,  in  this  regard,  will 
receive  the  closest  attention.

Over  four  thousand  dollars  have  been  expended  in  the  main- 
tenance  and  education  of  orphans  and  abandoned  children,  all 
of  whom  have  been  placed  in  the  various  asylums  of  the  Arch¬ 
diocese.  It  is  certain  that  many  souls  have  thus  been  saved 
from  perdition;  but  it  is  appalling  to  think  that,  in  our  midst, 
there  are  still  thousands  of  little  ones,  who,  on  account  of  the 
death,  or  through  the  ignorance,  neglect,  or  criminal  selfish¬ 
ness  of  their  natural  guardians,  are  left  a  prey  to  the  enemies 
of  our  faith.  *  *  *  *  I  hope  to  be  able,  ere  long,  to  lay 

before  you  certain  plans  for  the  more  thorough  protection  of 
neglected  children,  and  of  young  men  who  are  exposed  to 
dangers  arising  from  irreligious  surroundings. 

The  Conference  of  SS.  Peter  and  Paul  reports  that  Mr. 
Michael  Cod}r,  wdio,  whilst  living,  had  been  one  of  its 
most  generous  benefactors,  becpieathed  to  His  Grace,  the 

Archbishop  of  Philadelphia,  the  sum  of  four  thousand  dol¬ 
lars,  to  be  invested  as  a  trust,  and  the  income  thereof  de¬ 
voted  to  the  relief  of  the  poor  under  the  charge  of  the  Con¬ 
ference.  We  earnestly  beg  the  prayers  of  the  Society  for  the 
repose  of  the  soul  of  this  faithful  friend  of  the  destitute.

One  hundred  and  twenty-five  members,  representing  almost 
every  Conference,  act  as  teachers  in  the  Sunday  Schools* 

*  *  Th 9  Conference  of  St.  Elizabeth  has  e  tablislied  a 

special  school  for  religious  instruction  in  a  part  of  the  city 
where  the  Catholic  children  have  hitherto  been  much  neglected. 
Services  are  held,  not  only  on  Sundays,  but  also  during  the 
week.

The  attendance  at  the  weeklv  meetings  of  the  Conference  is 
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only  fifty  per  centum  of  the  membership,  and,  in  some  cases, 
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is  much  less.  The  attendance  at  the  general  meetings  is  even 
poorer.  But  the  Council  has  resolved  upon  a  regular  visita¬ 
tion  of  all  the  Conferences  *  *  and  it  hopes,  by  this  means, 

to  correct  many  irregularities  and  to  diffuse  needed  inform¬ 
ation. 

-X-  *  *  * 

The  Annual  Retreat  of  the  Conference  was  held  at  the 
Church  of  St.  Joseph,  and  was  conducted  by  the  Rev.  Michael 
Strong,  S.  J.  The  attendance  was  good  and  the  results  were 
gratifying  in  all  respects.  The  Conference  of  St.  Vincent  de 
Paul  was  unable  to  unite  in  the  regular  retreat  on  account  of 
the  distance  of  the  place  of  meeting  from  the  residences  of  its 
members,  and,  for  this  reason,  a  special  retreat  was  organized 
for  its  benefit  by  the  Lazarist  fathers  in  the  Parish  to  which 
it  belongs. 

*  *  *  *  * 

The  only  Special  Work  at  present  engaging  the  attention  of 
the  Council  is  that  of  the  “Immigration.”  *  *  The  Port  of 

Philadelphia  now  receives  a  steady  stream  of  emigrants  from 
Europe.  *  *  Among  them  many  cases  of  destitution  are  to 

be  found  which  partially  or  wholly  escape  the  notice  of  philan¬ 
thropic  societies  and  the  civil  authorities.  *  *  *  The  ex¬ 

penses  of  the  Committee  have  been  very  light  in  comparison 
with  the  extent  and  diversity  of  the  relief  afforded,  hundreds 
of  individuals  having  been  protected  from  imposition,  expe¬ 
dited  on  their  way,  assisted  in  procuring  situations  and  cared 
for  in  sickness  and  death,  and,  in  one  or  two  instances,  moral 
dangers  having  been  averted,  which  might  otherwise  have 
resulted  in  the  absolute  ruin  of  those  who  were  exposed  to 
them.  The  steamship  companies  extend  to  the  Committee  the 
fullest  privileges. 

****** 

The  Penitentiary  of  this  city  is  regularly  visited.  Religious 
instructions  are  given  to  the  Catholic  prisoners,  and  suitable 

publications  distributed  among  them. 

****** 

The  Society  enjoys  the  highest  favor  of  His  Grace,  the  Arch- 


bishop,  who  continually  exhibits  a  paternal  interest  in  its 
welfare.” 

BALTIMORE,  MARYLAND. 

It  has  become,  as  it  were,  a  matter  of  course  to  acknowledge 
the  receipt  from  this  city  of  the  reports  of  all  its  Conferences, 
ten  in  number. 

The  President  of  the  Council  writes,  substantially,  as  follows: 

“As  to  the  life  and  work  of  the  Conferences,  which  cannot  be 
shown  in  dry  statistics,  you  will  find  attached  to  certain  of  the 
reports  some  interesting  remarks,  and  I  regret  that  all  have 
not  had  something  of  the  kind  to  add,  yet  I  trust,  and  think 
I  may  state,  that,  as  a  general  thing,  the  visits  to  the  poor  have 
been  made  in  a  proper  manner,  according  to  the  spirit  of  the 
rules,  and  that,  thus,  spiritual  work  among  the  poor  has  not 
been  neglected.  That  some  Conferences  have  not  done  as  wrell 
as  is  to  be  desired  is  a  matter  of  regret,  but  this  is  owing, 
principally,  to  circumstances  which  are  beyond  our  control. 
Efforts  to  correct  this  and  other  defects,  have  been  made,  but 
it  is  only  from  perseverance  and  charitable  patience  that  w'e 
can  hope  for  the  desired  improvements.  There  are,  for  instance, 
some  two  or  three  Conferences  in  which  the  number  of  active 
members  is  smaller  than  it  should  be  ;  in  others,  the  average 
attendance  at  meetings,  falling  below  the  general  average  of 
the  whole  number  (about  75  per  cent.),  while  in  two  or  three  it 
is  above,  should  be  better,  as  also  the  collections  at  meetings, 
which  in  some  are  very  small.  *  *  You  will  notice  that 

the  general  expenditures  fall  below  those  of  last  year,  being 
about  $3,560.  Of  course  more  might  wrell  have  been  expended, 
yet  the  increased  demand  for  labor  in  general,  in  consequence 
of  the  improved  condition  of  our  country,  has  really  diminished 
the  demands  upon  the  charity  of  our  brothers.  *  *  * 

Accompanying  the  report  of  the  Council  you  will  find  again 
what  is,  I  may  say,  the  interesting  report  of  the  Special  Work 
at  the  Penitentiary  and  Jail,  the  latter  newly  added,  and 
which,  I  thank  God  and  St.  Vincent,  is  proceeding  well.  Both 
the  clergy  and  the  brothers,  who  have  undertaken  it,  are  much 
interested  in  it,  and  a  great  deal  of  good  has  been  done.*  *

We  will  endeavor  to  follow  tlie  recommendations  of  the 
Conncil  General  of  Paris  in  the  recent  circular  regarding  the 
distribution  of  tracts  and  other  good  reading  matter  among 
the  poor.” 

The  report,  mentioned  by  the  President,  shows  that  the 
Special  Work  is  prosecuted  systematically  and  with  success. 
Mention  is  made  of  cases  which  show  that  prisoners,  who  have 
been  discharged,  continue  to  live  up  to  the  religious  and  moral 
teachings  which  they  have  received  in  the  Penitentiary  and 
Jail. 

The  Council  received  $239  and  expended  $705.27.  Among 
the  items  of  expenditure  were  $140.52  in  the  Special  Work  and 
$150  for  the  Irish  relief  fund.

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We  call  attention  to  the  average  attendance  at  meetings 
which  was  about  74  per  cent,  in  1879,  and  about  75  per  cent, 
in  1880. 

The  President  of  the  Particular  Council  writes  as  follows  : 

“  I  transmit  herewith  the  Annual  Reports  of  the  Conferences 
of  Washington  and  Georgetown  for  the  year  1880,  that  of  St. 
Dominic  excepted.  I  regret  that  the  obstacles  in  the  way  of  a 
resumption  of  active  operations  on  their  part  have  not  yet 
been  removed,  though  we  have  confident  hopes  that  their 
present  difficulties  may  soon  be  overcome.  The  members  of 
the  Conference  have  not  lost  their  interest  in  the  Society  or  its 
works,  but  have  found  themselves  in  a  great  measure  dejirived 
of  their  usefulness  through  the  action  of  other  organizations. 

The  Roll  of  the  Society  shows  a  slight  reduction  in  member¬ 
ship.  Twenty-three  new  members  have  been  admitted,  while 
twenty-four  have  resigned  or  been  dropped.  Of  this  number, 
however,  several  have  been  transferred  to  the  list  of  regular 
subscribers. 

|  There  should  be  added  to  the  twenty-four  members,  above- 
mentioned,  the  eight  members  of  St.  Dominies  Conference , 
making  the  reduction  in  the  year  twelve  members.  Sec.  Su¬ 
perior  Council.] 

“  Little  need  be  said  in  regard  to  the  works  of  the  Confer¬ 
ences,  as  they  differ  but  little  from  those  of  previous  years. 
While  the  number  of  families  receiving  relief  is  smaller,  the 
number  of  visits  made  to  them  is  greater  than  in  1879.  The 
average  number  of  visits  made  to  each  family  is  very  different 
in  different  Conferences,  ranging  from  seventeen  to  less  than 
six.  This  seems  to  indicate  that  some  Conferences  have  a  far 
larger  number  than  others  of  chronic,  long-standing  cases  of 
destitution.  The  most  trying  cases,  with  which  we  have  to 
deal,  are  those  in  which  a  mother  and  children  are  in  want,  be¬ 
cause  an  idle,  worthless,  perhaps  drinking  husband  and  father 
will  do  nothing  for  them.  What  is  to  be  done  in  such  a  case, 
where  there  is  no  hope  for  improvement?  On  the  one  hand, 


if  relief  is  given  it  encourages  the  man  in  his  idleness ;  on  the 
other,  if  with  eld,  perhaps  the  mother  and  innocent  children 
will  starve.” 

The  usual  distribution  was  made  on  Christmas  eve  of  sup¬ 
plies  furnished  by  the  congregations.  Even  toys  and  candies 
for  the  children  were  not  forgotten. 

By  an  arrangement  made  with  the  Faculty  of  Georgetown 
College,  about  fifteen  families  are  supplied  daily  with  broken 
victuals  from  the  College  tables,  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
Conference  of  Holy  Trinity,  thus  lightening  the  burdens  of 
the  Conference,  and  giving  assurance  to  the  College  authorities 
that  their  charities  are  not  wasted  upon  unworthy  objects. 

In  the  winter  of  1879-80  an  appropriation  was  made  by 
Congress  for  the  relief  of  the  poor  of  the  city.  In  some  of  the 
districts,  into  which  the  city  was  divided  for  the  distribution  of 
this  fund,  the  members  of  our  Society  were  able  to  avail  them¬ 
selves  of  it  to  a  considerable  extent,  in  procuring  supplies  of 
food  and  fuel  for  the  families  under  their  charge.  In  others, 
the  relief  so  obtained  was  not  sufficient  to  compensate  for  the 
trouble  of  applying  for  it. 

The  weekly  offerings  of  members  amount  to  about  the  same 
as  in  the  previous  year.  Other  contributions  have  fallen  off 
in  the  aggregate  nearly  $600.  Only  three  churches  have  given 
us  collections,  amounting  to  $209,  against  $521  in  1879.  St. 
Patrick's  Conference  realized  $250  from  an  excursion  given  in 
the  summer,  and  that  of  St.  Aloysius  again  acknowledges  the 
receipt  of  $200  from  the  “  Chapel  Point  Club,”  in  regard  to 
which  organization  the  President  of  the  Conference  informs  us 
that  it  consists  of  ua  small  body  of  zealous  Catholics,  who, 
during  the  summer,  give  excursions,  and  afford  other  means  of 
innocent  amusement,  under  the  direction  of  their  chaplain,  ex¬ 
clusively  for  charitable  purposes.”  *  *  *  * 

The  following  pleasing  incident  is  related  by  the  President 
of  the  Conference  of  the  Immaculate  Conception  :  “  Six  little  girls, 
the  oldest  less  than  ten  years  of  age,  obtained  permission  from 
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tlieir  parents  to  hold  for  two  days,  at  the  house  of  one  of  their 
number,  a  fair  for  the  be  nefit  of  the  poor.  The  idea  was  their 
own,  and  they  entered  heart  and  soul  into  the  work,  selling 
their  tickets  at  five  cents  each.  They  realized  the  sum  of 
$43.40,  which  they  divided  equally  between  our  Conference 
and  St.  Joseph’s  Society  of  our  parish.  ’ 

Most  of  the  Conferences  acknowledge  their  great  obligations 
to  Societies  of  charitable  ladies  in  the  several  parishes  for 
their  active  co-operation  in  supplying  their  poor  with  clothing, 
bedding  and  shoes.” 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Council  received  $233.38  and  disbursed 
$254.83. 

PITTSBURGH,  PENNSYLVANIA. 

There  are  reports  from  four  of  the  five  Conferences  in 
this  city.  The  Society  labors  under  certain  disadvantages, 
and  we  are  grateful  to  the  President  and  other  officers  of 
the  Council,  and  to  the  devoted  members,  who,  under 
such  circumstances,  persevered  in  the  good  work.  St.  Paul's 
Conference  has  but  very  few  members,  and  yet  does  a  fair 
amount  of  work.  We  urge  an  increase  in  its  membership. 
We  are  pleased  to  place  St.  Patrick's  Conference  again  upon  our 
list  of  reporting  Conferences.  It  was  re-organized  in  April, 
and  writes  that  its  next  report  will  be  better.  St.  John's  and  St. 
Michael's  state  that  they  have  received  some  assistance  from 
the  Poor  Board  of  the  City.  We  commend  to  all  these  Con¬ 
ferences  patience  and  perseverance.  Better  days  will  come. 

LOUISVILLE,  KENTUCKY. 

The  President  of  the  Particular  Council  writes  :  “  We  send 

you  herewith  the  Reports  of  our  eight  Conferences  for  the  year 
1880,  which  you  will  find  much  as  usual.  *  *  *  The  de¬ 
mands  upon  the  Conferences  have  not  been  so  great  owing  to 
the  fact  of  labor  being  more  plentiful.  We  think  that  they 
have  neglected  no  work,  and  yet  have  fair  balances  on  hand. 
*  *  *  The  Alms-House  remains  the  only  special  work,  and 

the  monthly  reports  by  the  President  are  of  the  most  pleasing 
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nature.  Having  lost,  in  the  destruction  of  the  Alms-House  by 
fire,  the  vestments,  which  were  furnished  to  the  visiting  priest, 
we  provided  two  new  sets  and  a  portable  altar.  So  the  poor 
old  Catholic  inmates,  although  apparently  isolated,  have  all 
the  advantages  of  their  religion,  which,  alone,  promotes  their 
happiness.” 


The  Council  received  $354.07  and  disbursed  $328.53. 


By  the  Report  from  the  Conference  of  the  Assumption  it  ap¬ 
pears  that  very  successful  efforts  have  been  made  to  retain 
children  in  the  Parish  School  against  the  competition  of  a 
public  school  which  has  been  recently  established.  Books 
and  other  articles  are  furnished  gratuitously  in  order  to  retain 
those  children  where  their  spiritual  as  well  as  temporal  wel¬ 
fare  may  receive  attention.  The  Conference  of  St.  Michael ,  the 
Archangel  continues  to  give  attention  to  a  work  of  a  similar 
nature.  The  Conference  of  the  Sacred  Heart  states  that  very 
little  active  work  was  required  during  the  year,  and  that  the 
few  calls  from  the  poor  received  prompt  attention.  By  means 
of  aid  furnished  by  members  of  the  Parish,  not  connected  with 
the  Conference,  a  dinner  was  provided  every  day  during  Christ¬ 
mas  week  to  the  orphans  of  the  House  of  the  Good  Shepherd 
and  of  St.  Yin  cent’s  Asylum.  Si.  Cecilias  Conference  reports  the 
happy  conversion  of  a  poor  man  whose  distressed  condition 
was  ascertained  by  a  member,  and  who  was  placed  upon  the 
Relief  Roll  of  the  Conference. 

The  poor  have  never  been  numerous  in  Louisville,  and,  of 
late,  they  have  been  few  in  number.  On  the  failure  of  work 
among  the  poor,  the  first  and  distinctive  work  of  our  Society, 
we  commend  to  our  brethren  in  Louisville,  and  in  other  cities 
where  a  similar  condition  of  affairs  exists,  the  other  works  of 
the  Society,  and,  especially,  the  care  of  children,  that  they  may 
be  duly  instructed,  in  things  temporal  and  eternal,  under  the 
influence  of  the  Catholic  Church,  and  thus  be  so  kept  that  they 
live  and  die  within  its  fold. 


CHICAGO,  ILLINOIS. 


The  Particular  Council  of  this  City  sends  Reports  from  thir¬ 
teen  Conferences,  one  of  which,  St.  Gabriel's ,  is  in  addition  to 
those  which  reported  last  year.  The  Reports  are  entirely 
satisfactory  in  substance  and  in  form,  and  they  furnish  evi- 
deuce  that  the  works  of  the  Society  are  conducted  efficiently 
and  systematically.  In  the  large  and  rapidly  increasing  City 
of  Chicago,  the  effects  of  the  existing  good  times  are  very 
marked.  There  can  be  no  better  means  of  determining  the 
condition  of,  not  the  poor  merely,  but  all  the  laboring  classes, 
than  is  furnished  by  the  experience  and  work  of  our  Members. 
They  come  in  contact,  in  some  way,  with  all  classes,  and  deal 
not  through  agents,  but  in  person,  with  those  who  require 
assistance.

The  President  of  the  Council  writes  as  follows  : 
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“As  you  will  perceive  by  a  glance  at  the  recapitulation  on 
another  page,  our  works  vary  but  little  from  those  of  the  two 
previous  years.  While  the  number  of  families  relieved  are 
less,  the  amount  of  money  expended  is  larger.  As  a  conse¬ 
quence  of  the  good  times,  the  Conferences  have  been  able  to 
get  more  money  and  give  more  liberally  to  our  worthy  poor. 

For  the  period  embraced  in  this  report  very  few  families, 
who  have  fathers  or  other  natural  providers,  have  made  ap¬ 
plication  to  our  Conferences  for  assistance  ;  those  applying 
being  principally  widows  with  helpless  families,  the  aged  and 
infirm,  and  sometimes  that  unfortunate  class  who  are  the  vic¬ 
tims  of  the  debasing  vice  of  intemperance. 

Though  the  reports  sent  us  by  the  various  Conferences  give 
no  details  of  any  special  works  outside  of  the  regular  routine 
of  visiting  and  relieving  poor  families,  we  are  aware  of  a  deep 
interest  being  taken  by  many,  if  not  by  all,  of  the  brothers  in 
looking  after  the  spiritual  as  well  as  the  temporal  welfare  of 
the  poor. 

The  Society,  through  a  Committee  appointed  early  in  the 
year,  have  done  a  great  deal  in  providing  good  homes  for 
destitute  children  in  Catholic  asylums  and  other  places.  Un¬ 
fortunately,  many  of  those  are  the  children  of  the  drunkard, 
,and  in  most  instanses  they  are  greater  objects  of  commisera¬ 
tion  than  the  children  who,  by  death,  have  been  deprived  of 
their  natural  provider. 

During  the  year  one  new  Conference  has  been  organized — 
that  of  St.  Gabriel — just  outside  the  city  limits,  which  we  ex¬ 
pect  will,  in  the  future,  give  a  good  account  of  itself.” 

In  reference  to  special  works  the  President  further  writes : 

“Our  Committee  on  Special  Works  have  made  112  visits  to 
the  Jail  and  distributed  14,344  papers  and  other  suitable  read¬ 
ing  matter,  to  the  inmates,  posted  over  200  letters,  carried 
messages  to  their  friends,  and  performed  other  services  of 
which  they  have  kept  no  record. 
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The  same  Committee  have  made  fifteen  visits  to  the  County 
Hospital,  and  distributed  106  copies  of  the  Catholic  World,  and 
Donohue’s  Magazine” 

The  Particular  Council  received  $1,556.14  and  disbursed 
$1,529.66.  Among  the  receipts  ware  $190.25  for  Servite  Sisters, 
$210  for  coal  for  Little  Sisters  of  the  Poor,  and  $939.20  for  the 
relief  of  Irish  distress. 


DUBUQUE,  IOWA. 

We  have  two  reports  from  this  city; — last  year  wa  had  but 
one. 

It  appears  from  the  report  of  one  of  the  Conferences,  that  of 
The  Immaculate  Conception,  that  the  public  authorities  of  the 
city  have  the  poor  under  their  charge,  and  attend  to  all  their 
wants,  such  as  furnishing  them  with  fuel,  groceries,  medical 
attendance,  etc.,  and  that  the  only  work  left  for  the  society  is 
that  they  may  devote  themselves  to  poor  children  in  taking 
care  that  they  be  sent  to  Catholic  schools,  and  in  obtaining 
for  them,  for  that  purpose,  the  necessary  books  and  clothing. 

It  is  under  these  circumstances  that  the  Particular  Council 
has  established  a  Special  Work,  in  the  operations  of  which  it 
expended  $‘367.80  in  the  board  of  orphans  and  for  books  and 
clothing  for  poor  children  in  the  various  parishes.  In  reference 
to  this  work  the  President  of  the  Council  writes  as  follows  : — 
“  Their  duties  are  to  provide  clothing  and  books  for  poor  chil¬ 
dren,  and  to  see  that  they  attend  the  Catholic  schools  ;  also,  to 
look  after  orphans,  and,  when  necessary,  have  them  placed  in 
the  Mercy  Hospital.  The  funds  for  these  purposes  are  pro¬ 
vided  by  the  Particular  Council  and  are  received  from  honorary 
members  and  by  donations.  *  *  This  is  our  Special 

Work,  and  we  find  that  the  Committee,  composed  of  members 
from  both  Conferences,  do  a  great  deal  of  good.” 

This  work,  as  we  have  already  said  in  regard  to  Louisville, 
is  one  which  should  engage  the  attention  of  our  members. 
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We  hear  nothing  concerning  St.  Joseph's  Conference  at  Water¬ 
loo,  and  are  necessarily  obliged  to  entrust  its  future  to  the 
Council  of  Dubuque. 

ST.  PAUL,  MINNESOTA. 

It  is  with  much  regret  that  we  state  that  we  have  received 
but  three  reports  from  the  eight  Conferences  which  are  subject 
to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Particular  Council  of  this  City.  We 
are  left  to  conjecture  as  to  this  circumstance.  We  infer,  from 
the  returns  of  the  Conferences  which  have  made  Reports  : — 
those  of  The  Immaculate  Conception ,  of  Hastings,  St.  Michael, 
Stillwater,  and  The  Immaculate  Conception,  Minneapolis,  that 
the  poor  are  few  in  number,  and  that  the  public  authorities 
provide  for  their  wants.  But,  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  there 
is  a  vast  and  uncultivated  field  for  the  exercise  of  Catholic 
charity  before  our  brothers  who  are  connected  with  the  Council 
of  St.  Paul.  Our  efforts  cannot  be  of  avail,  in  that  distant  city, 
except  in  the  way  of  counsel.  This  we  offer  in  the  hope  that, 
hereafter,  the  conferences  may  make  a  return  worthy  of  our 
Patron  Saint. 

ISOLATED  CONFERENCES. 


There  are  fifty  conferences  of  this  class  on  our  list,  of  which 
thirty-seven  make  reports.  St.  Patrick's  Conference,  of  the  Ca¬ 
thedral,  Portland,  Maine,  and  The  Conference  of  St.  Mary,  Star 
of  the  Sea,  of  Beverly,  Mass.,  appear  for  the  first  time.  St. 
Patrick's  Conference  is  the  first  which  has  been  established 
east  and  north  of  Massachusetts,  and,  for  this  reason,  we 
specially  welcome  it.  We  regret  to  state  that  the  Conference 
of  The  Immaculate  Conception,  of  Portland,  Oregon,  on  the  west¬ 
ern  limits  of  the  United  States,  lias  failed  to  report.  In  addi¬ 
tion  to  this,  we  are  obliged  to  add  to  the  Conferences,  which 


reported  last  year,  the  following  as  not  reporting  : — The  Confer¬ 
ence  of  the  Sacred  Heart ,  Fall  River,  Mass.,  St.  Patrick's  Confer¬ 
ence,  Norwich,  Conn.;  St.  Peter  s  Conference,  Saratoga  Springs, 
N.  Y.  ;  St.  Bridget's  Conference,  Rochester,  N.  Y.;  St.  John's 
Conference,  Orange,  N.  J.;  St.  Peter's  Conference,  Allegheny  City, 
Pa.;  and  The  Conference  of  the  Immaculate  Conception ,  Denver,

The  Isolated  Conferences  generally  work  with  but  little  com- 
rounication  with  other  branches  of  the  Society,  except  by  means 
of  letters,  circulars  and  reports.  They  are  therefore  without 
the  stimulus  of  close  association.  Their  qualities  vary  accord¬ 
ing  to  their  organization  and  surroundings. 

Whatever  we  may  state  concerning  them  will  rather  illustrate 
these  varying  qualities  than  indicate  any  degrees  of  merit.  St. 
Pat )  dck's  Conference  (No.  6),  of  Chickopee  Falls,  Mass.,  reports 
that  a  parochial  school,  attended  by  400  children,  has  been  es¬ 
tablished,  and  that  it  will  devote  itself  to  providing  that  no 
child  shall  be  kept  from  school  for  want  of  books  or  clothing. 
St.  Jeromes  Conference  (No.  5),  of  Holyoke,  Mass.,  says:  “ We 
have  only  to  note  a  general  falling  off  in  the  demand  for  aid. 
We  have  the  smallest  relief  roll  at  present  since  the  Con¬ 
ference  was  established,  (but  four  families  of  ten  persons), 
and  even  they  will  require  but  little  aid.”  St  Johns  Con¬ 
ference  (No.*  7),  of  Worcester,  Mass.,  states  that  it  has  fur¬ 
nished  materials  from  which  1,389  pieces  of  clothing  have 
been  made  by  the  Sisters  of  Notre  Dame,  which  have 
been  given  to  children  unable  to  attend  school  through  want  of 
clothing.  St.  Joseph's  Conference  (No.  10),  of  Fall  Fiver,  Mass.) 
gives  attention  to  the  Poor  Farm  which  is  within  the  parish, 
and  causes  the  Catholic  inmates  to  be  instructed  in  the  rudi¬ 
ments  of  their  religion.  The  Conference  of  Our  Lady  of  Lourdes 
(No.  11)  of  the  same  city,  composed  of  French  Canadians,  has 
wisely  reduced  its  roll  of  members,  and  states  that  a  Particular 
Council  is  needed  for  the  Conferences  of  the  city.  St.  Joseph's 
Conference  of  New  Britain,  Conn.,  (No.  16)  writes,  “calls  upon 
us  have  been  only  by  the  sick  or  disabled  persons,  widows 
with  small  children,  and  a  few  destitute  aged  persons.”  St- 
Marfs  Conference  of  Trenton,  New  Jersey  (No.  27)  states  that 
‘‘  During  a  mission  given  by  the  Bedemptorist  Fathers  the 
Conference  succeeded  in  its  efforts  to  bring  a  large  number  of 
luke-warm  and  indifferent  Catholics,  who  had  been  deserters 
from  our  holy  religion  for  years*  back  to  the  Church.”  St.  Pat¬ 
rick's  Conference^  of  Erie,  Penn.  (No.  33)  writes  to  the  same 
effect  and  adds  :  “  This  Conference,  when  practicable,  makes  it 
a  oondition,  in  relieving  destitute  families,  that  the  children  go 
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to  the  Parochial  Schools,  and  attend  Sunday  instructions  ” 
The  Conference  of  the  Sacred  Heart ,  of  North  Temiscal,  Califor¬ 
nia,  (No.  49)  is  the  only  reporting  Conference  in  the  Pacific 
States.  Among  other  good  works  it  states  that  it  gave  advice, 
in  a  prudent  and  quiet  manner,  to  a  family,  in  which  a  divorce 
was  contemplated,  and  the  result  was,  that  the  matter  was  set¬ 
tled  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  family  and  the  friends. 

A  large  average  attendance  is  a  safe  index  of  the  devotion 
of  the  members  of  a  Conference  and  of  their  conformity  to 
the  spirit  of  the  Society,  even  when  they  are  not  called  upon 
to  perform  many  works.  In  this  connection  we  can  name  the 
following  Isolated  Conferences,  which  show  an  average  attend¬ 
ance  of  two-thirds  and  upwards  of  their  members  : — St.  Patrick , 
Portland,  Maine  (No.  1)  ;  St.  Alary,  Lynn,  Mass.  (No.  2)  ;  St. 
Alary,  Star  of  the  Sea,  Beverly,  Mass.  (No.  3)  ;  St  Joseph,  Pitts¬ 
field,  Mass.  (No.  4) ;  St.  Alary,  Fall  River,  Mass.  (No.  8)  ;  St. 
Joseph,  of  the  same  city  (No.  10) ;  St.  Patrick,  Valley ‘Falls,  R.  I., 
(No.  12) ;  St.  Alary,  Rondout,  N.  Y.  (No.  17)  ;  St.  Alary,  Water¬ 
ford,  N.  Y.  (No.  21)  ;  St.  Alary,  Amsterdam,  N,  Y.  (No  22)  ; 
St.  Alichael,  Buffalo,  N.  Y.  (No.  25) ;  St,  John  the  Baptist,  Trenton, 
N.  J.  (No.  26)  ;  St.  John  the  Baptist,  Pottsville,  Pa.  (No.  30)  ; 
St.  Peter,  Wilmington,  Del.  (No.  34)  ;  St.  Joseph,  Wheeling,  W. 
Va.  (No.  39) ;  St.  Patrick,  Cleveland,  Ohio  (No.  41)  ;  Annuncia¬ 
tion,  of  the  same  city  (No.  43) ;  St.  Columba,  Youngstown,  Ohio 
(No.  45)  ;  and  Sacred  Heart,  North  Temiscal,  Cal.
